The 
casualty list in the last 24 hours 
caused by this strategy in the Reich's 
industry numbered several score 
dead and hundreds wounded. 

New Decree Promised. 
The Government, harassed from 
within ang without, promises to in- 
tervene with a new dictatorial de- 
cree, but dictatorial decrees have 
been rolling out of the Chancello 
like paper marks without an appre- 
ciable effect. Desperately anxious 
to see a ray of hope, Herr Strese- 
mann ie still discuasing with cab- 
inet members the choice for Am- 
bassador to Paris who is designed 
to make Poincare change his mind. 
The correspondent is assured that 
the announcement will be made to- 
day—after the same promise with 
the same assurance has been made 
for the past two weeks. The Gov- 
ernment does not know which way

Severance of Reichsbank From 
State Finattce Planned. 
By the Associated Press. 
BERLIN, Sept. 18.—The Ministry 
of Finance announces that a Dill 
which is now ready provides for 


complete severance of the Reichs- 
bank from state finance and places 
it in a position to perform the func- 
tions of a gold note bank. During 
the transition period and until the 
state budget is balanced, a new 
bank will be created, issuing notes 
guaranteed by a gold guarantee fur- 
nished by agriculture, industry, com- 
merce and the banks. 

These notes will he legal tender, 
and paper marks q@ill be  gsmall 
change for the new notes at a fixed 
rate of exchange. The new ban 
will be allowed to issue notes suf- 
ficient only to cover state expendi- 
tures, which will be restricted to 
the utmost. 

The Vossische Zeitung says the 
Finance Minister is preparing a new 

gulation providing for heavy in- 

eases in customs rates with a view

luxuries. 

A municipal tax on alcoholics is

BALDWIN-POINCARE 
MEETING IN PARIS 


Discovered That “No Differ- 
ence of Purpose” Exists 
Between the Two Govern- 
ments, Statement Says. 


By the Associated Press. 
PARIS8, Bept. 19.—Prime Minister 


Stanley Baldwin of Great Britain, 


who has been vacationing in France, 
had a private conference with Pre- 
mier Poincare this afternoon at the, 
British Embassy following a lunch- 
eon given by Ambassador Lord 
Crewe. It was anounced in an offi- 
cial communique that, while no def- 
inite solution of any question was 
expected from the brief meeting, it 
had been happily discovered that 
there was no “difference of pur- 
pose or divergence of principle’ be- 
tween the two governments. 

Baldwin is remaining in Paris.un- 
til Friday at least, and perhaps 
longer. This is taken as indication 
that the conversations will be con- 
tinued and the hope is expressed in 
French circles that they will at 
least be fruitful in creating a feel- 
ing more favorable to a complete 
accérd than has prevatied since the 
receipt of the last British repara- 
tions note. 

There is a strong expectation that 
the Premiers will agree that France 
and Great Britain, being in full ac- 
cord on the vital principles involved, 
will find a way of putting the settle- 
ment of details on a basis which will 
prevent further friction. 

M. Poincare saw the Belgian Pre- 
mier, M. Theunis, briefly last eve- 
ning on the occasion of the latter's 
social visit to Paris, and also con- 
ferred with Louis Barthou, and the 
other French reparation experts be- 
fore Mr. Baldwin's arrival. 

The conclusion drawn from this 
chain of events in political circles 
is that the meeting of the Premiers, 
which was first announced as a 
purely formal affair, demanded by 
diplomatic usage, is likely to develop 
into a serious conference from which 
progress toward harmony in the al- 
hed policy of dealing with Germany 
may result.

Refuse Decision of Arbiter. 

Every effort has been made hith- 
erto to meet their objections through 
arbitration, the publishers say. Nu- 
taerous arbiters have been named 
from time to time to rule on I!Inter- 
pretationg of the Manton award to 
which the pressmen have objected 
and in each case there has been a 
preliminary agreement to accept the 
decision of the arbiter named. and 
in many instances the men them- 
stlves have chosen the arbiter. In 
only one case, according to the pub- 
lishers, has the decision resulting 
from such arbitration been accepted 
by the men. 

The whole question has been under 
review for some time, pending a new 
agreement which was to be made on 
the expiration of the term covering 
the Manton award. Negotiations 
have been going on between tho 
Publishers’ Association and the offi- 
clals of the International Union. Sey- 
eral of the issues had already been 
settled, many of them in favor of the 
men. Last week, following an agree- 
ment on the question of working 
hours, President Barry wrote to the 
Publishers’ Association: 

“I am delighted to learn of this 
final adjustment, which is a comp!!- 
ment both to the representatives of 
the publishers and of the Interna- 
tienal Union, and an tndorsement of 
the process of conciliation.” 

Further conferences planned tor 
this week have been interrupted by 
the situation arising from the strike.

Order Permitting State Fair. 


The order reads: 

“Upon the assurance from the 
Mayor that the Police Department 
wil] coatinue to function during the 
period of thé State Fair, under all 
conditions, and the commander of 
the military forces, Col. William S&S. 
Key, to maintain gupervision over the 
activities of the Police Department, 
and he being recognized as having 
authority to remove temporarily any 
member thereof for reasons deemed 
necessary by him in the execution of 
his duties as military commander 
during the period of the State Fair, 
it has been ordered by the Governor 
that the fair will be held as original- 
ly planned without interference by 
the military authorities.”’ 

Word reached headquarters of the 
Ku Klux Klan late yesterday that 
militiamen would be there within 30 
minuteg, to seize books and papers in 
the office, but the expected raid did 
not materialize.

ities of the State of Oklahoma does 
exist within and throughout the 
Sate of Oklahoma.’ 

“The Governor's statement is a 
libel against the whole State of 
Oklahoma, in that there is not and 
has not been any riot, insurrection 
or defiance of the law in any part 
of the State nor have the civil au- 
thorities ceased to function or been 
defied or overthrown, nor has any 


cer made a request for assistance or 
military intervention. 

“The criminal records of counties 
and cities in Oklahoma show there 
has been a marked decrease in the 
amount of crime during the last 
year, as compared with any of the 
previous five years. Almost without 
exception, the counties and com- 
munities of the entire State of Okla- 
homa were as peaceful, quiet and 
law abiding as any normal com- 
munity in America. In Oklahoma 
County, where the capital is located, 
there has not been a single flogging 
or other outrage during the entire 
past year. Crime in this city and 
county has been at a lower ebb the 
last year than at any time during 
the last four years when Gov. Wal- 
ton was Mayor of Oklahoma City 
and in charge of this police force. 

Says Walton Seeks Presidency. 

“The statement that no riot, in- 
surrection or erbellion exists is 
proven by the fact that not more 
than 500 national guardsmen have 
been called to service or are on duty 
throughout the entire State, with 
more than 2,000,000 population. AL 
though the Governor has proclaimed 
the whole State in a condition of 
rebellion, in only three counties out 
of 77 counties in the State are there 
any guardsmen on duty. 

“In @ speech at a labor conven- 
tion Monday, Gov. Walton explained 
that it was necessary for him to de- 
clare martial law for Oklhaoma 
City, ‘in order to stop the klan grand 
jury that had been called to con- 
vene that day,’ and added that ‘if 
the grand jury had been allowed to 
convene he might have been  in- 
dicted.’ 

“The grand jury had been called 
because, at a hearing before the 
Secretary of State it developed that 
certain State employes had _been 
used by State officials in an attempt 
to defeat an initiated petition which 
sought to give the Legislature power 
to convene without call of the Gov- 
ernor.

Walton Reiterates His Threat to Im- 
prison Lawmakers.

OKLAHOMA CITY, Ok., Sept. 19. 
—Military rule over Oklahoma ap- 
peared today to be rapidly approach- 
ing a climax. 

Attention momentarily is focused 
on Tulsa, Where Gov. Walton's au- 
thority to suspend the right of re- 
course to habeas corpus will be test- 
ed. There, Adjutant-General B. H. 
Markham, commanding the military 
forces, has* been ordered in District 
Court to show cause why three men 
held as witnesses by “the military 
should not be 1eleased. Whether the 
Adjutant-General would -obey the 
summons, however, remained in 
doubt, due to the question of wheth- 
er the civil authorities are subserv- 
ient to the military under the decree 
of military rule.

Leaders of the movement déclared 
that when a majority has signed the 
petition for the session, the formal 
call would be filed with the secre- 
tary of state. Under present plans, 
with the filing of the call the House 
would convene for business.

Approximately 40¢€ witnesses, who 
have experienced these floggings in 
one form or another,” in Tulsa 
County, in most cases within the 
last six months, have appeared be- 
fore the commission, the officers re- 
ported. To date 30 men have been 
indicted by the filing of informa- 
tions in the district court.

SAYS DESTROYERS 
IGNORED RADIO 


GUMPASS SIGNALS 


Lieutenant Testifies That | 
U. S. Squadron Which | 
Was Wrecked Thought Di- | 
rection They Got Was 

Wrong. y 


By the Associated Press. 

SAN DIEGO, Cal., Sept. 19.—Radio 
compass signals from Point Arguello 
sbowing them to be still north of the 
peint appeared so unreasonable to 
navigators aboard destroyer squad- 
ron No. 11 on the night of Sept. 8 
that they finally plotted their course 
on the exact reverse of these direc- 
tions, and as a result crashed into 
the rocks well north of Point Arguel- 
lo, Lieut. Laurence F. Blodgett, navi- 
gation officer on board the United 
States steamship Delphy, told a naval 
court of inquiry today. 

Naval officers conducting the in- 
quiry into the disaster in which 
seven destroyers were wrecked and 
23 lives lost, bent eagerly above a 
chart of the waters in the Vicinity of 
Santa Barbara channel while Lieu- 
tenant Blodgett with plotting instru- 
nents explained where the naviga- 
tors of the squadron thought they 
were when the apparently inaccurate 
direction signals from Arguello were 
received. 

“They kept giving our position 
nerth and to the west of Point Ar- 
guello,’’ he epxlained, ‘and when we ! 
cculd not make this check with our | 
figures we finally took the reciprocal ! 
of their bearings, which would show 
us already in Santa Barbara chan- 
nel.” 

When shown a published statement 
teday, asserting that he had accepied 
responsibility for the change of 
course which resulted in the destruc- 
tion of the destroyer squadron off 
Point Honda, Capt. Watson, com- 
mander in chief of the squadron, vig-4 
orously denied the report. 

Radio men and communications 
officers of the destroyer squadron | 
have furnished most o fthe signifi- | 
cant testimony thus far presented | 
to the court. From radio men yes- 
terday came-stories of fragmentofty 
messages they sent or received dur- 
ing the hours just preceding the 
wreck, a story of repeated radio sig- 
nals indicating the squadron's posi- 
tion just north of; Point Arguello, a 
considerable distance above the 
point where it would have been safe 
to swing eastward into Santa Bar- 
bara channels. 

Doubt as to Signals. 

Two minutes after the last of such 
signals were received, witnesses tes- 
tified, Lieutenant-Commander Don- 
ald T. Hunter, Captain of the squad- | 
ron flagship Delphy, ordered a | 
change of course to the east which | 


-hurled seven vessels headon into the! 


rocks of Point Honda. 

Just how the fatal order came to 
be issued, and who was responsible 
for the apparent misunderstanding 
of the radio signals, remains one 
of the questions to be answered. 

The testimony of radio men on 
the Delphy, that they had been hav- 
ing trouble with their wireless for 
several hours before the crash; that 
the air was crowded with messages 
interfering with their attempts to 
obtain radio compass bearings from 
Point Arguello indicating the squad- 
ron position, and that they some- 
times waited as long as 10 minutes 
for such direction signals, indicated 
some of the possible avenues of ex- 
planation which further’ testimony 
might take. 

Doubt as to the accuracy of radio 
compass signals from Point Arguel- 
lo developed significance as_ the 
hearing wore on, the most illuminat- 
ing fact brought out being that a 
navigator south of Point Arguello, 
entering Santa Barbara’ channel, 
probably would receive compass 
bearings exactly the reverse from 
those he might exnect while ap- 
proaching the noint from the south. 

Signals Disccarded. 

The Court of Inquiry expressed 
itself through Rear Admiral W. V. 
Pratt, presiding, as desirious of 
learning how and why Point Ar- 
guello signals, which repeatedly in- 
dicated that the destroyers weré 
still north of the point, were ques- 
tioned several times and finally dis- 
carded in favor of what was termed 
the “reciprocal bearing,’® or one 
showing the squadron already south 
of the point. 

It was a sharp turn to the east, 
such as would have been necessary 
had the squadron been south of the, 
point, which carried the _ vessels 
squarely on to the rocks’ several 
miles north of the Point Arguello 
radio compass station. 

To determine whether the radio 
station at Arguello had nepene new | 
irformed the destroyer squadron 
that it was still north of the point, a 
certified copy o2 the station's lo@for 
the hours between noon and mid- 
night on Sept. 8, showing each com- 
pass bearing sent out to ships at 
sea during that time, was offered in 
evidence through Lieutenant-Com- | 
mander John M. Ashley, communi- 
cations superintendent for the Elev- 
enth Naval District, who testified 
that it had been prepared from the 
original log at Point Arguello. 

Objection to Copy of Log.

COOLIDGE GROPING FOR PLAN 
TO IMPRESS FARMER WITH HIS 
| SOLICITUDE FOR HIS WELFARE

President Urged to Bring Out Some Construc- 
tive Counter-Scheme to Combat Radical 
Proposals Coming Out of the Northwest.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.—The 
Coolidge administration, like the 
Harding administration before it, is 
groping about for some methog by 
which it can impress the farmer 
with its solicitude for his welfare. 

As the last President discovered 
from talks with farmers in the 
Western states, and also from the 
Minnesota election returns, the 
passage of the rural credits legisla- 
tion by the last Congress did not 
allay the rampant discontent in the 
agricultural sections. When a farm- 
er is losing money on his crops, it 
is idle to tell him that he ought to 
be contenteq because the Govern- 
ment has just put through a scien- 
tific piece of legislatien in his be- 
half. 

Urged to Make Offensive. 

Mr. Coolidge has been urged by 
some of his advisers to make an of- 
fensive defense against the price- 
fixing and other Government-aia 
proposals that have come out of the 
radical Northwest. He has been 
told, in other words, that his best 
play is to bring out some construc- 
tive counter-scheme of his own with 
which to combat the radical pro- 
grams of the Brookharts and Mag- 
nus Johnsons. 

The views of those who want Mr. 
Coolidge to take the bull (so to 
speak) by the horns were laid be- 
fore him at yesterday’s Cabinet 
meeting. A subsequent statement 
to newspaper men at the White 
House indicated that the case for 
positive action haq been persuasive- 
ly urged. It was announced, for the 
President, that the administration 
was thinking of calling a series of 
“regional conferences” to deal with 
the agricultural problems peculiar 
to various sections. | 

Word was also passed -out that 
Secretary of Agriculture Wallace wis 
making a study of the wheat situa- 
tion and probably would present his 
report to the President Thursday or 
Friday of this week. The adminis- 
tration, it was said, is anxious to do 
all it can to relieve agrarian distress. 

Play Not Disclosed. 


Just what e administration pur- 
poses to do has t been disclosed. 
It is doubtful whether Mr. Coolidge 


has progressed furthér—tn his de- 
liberations than the Gecision \to do 
something, if a practfcable scheme 
can be hit upon. There's the rub— 
to find something practicable. Both 
Secretary of Agriculture Wallace and 
Secretary of Commerce Hoover are 
now cudgelling their brains for a 
plan. 

One thought which has been given 


the President to mull over, and 
which was echaed in the White 
House statement, is that maybe the 
wheat growers of the so-called semi- 
arid belt could be induced to raise 
something else—sugar beets and 
flax, for instance. 


It has been pointed out to. Mr. 
Coolidge that wheat growing in this 
section, which ingludes part of west- 
ern Texas and western portions of 
Oklahoma, Kansas, Nebraska and 
the Dakotas, eastern Colorado and 
all of Montana is a precarious busi- 
ness owing to insufficient rainfall. 
This section, so the President has 
been advised, is able to make a 
wheat crop only in lucky years. 
When it does make a crop the mar- 
ket is glutted, to the detriment of 


all wheat producers and when it; 
doesn't there are likely to be appeals | 
to the Government for aid. Being. 
unable to compete with Canada in 
wheat growing, the semi-arid belt, 
it is argued, ought to get out of the 
business and turn to something else. 
Change of Crops Suggested. 
The matter was not put in those 
blunt terms at the White House. but 
. 
they represent the idea back of the 


tentative suggestion that sqme of the 
wheat farmers of the country might 
profitably take up the growing of 
sugar beets and flax. 

According to information given the 
President the financial distress 
among farmers is virtually confined 
to those dependent on wheat. He 
has been told that despite boll weevil 
ravages, the cotton producers of the 
South will average a better return 
than they got before the war: that 
corn growers are profiting from re- 
markably high prices for their prod- 
uct and that hog and cattle prices 
are holding up well. 

It is the plight of the wheat farm- 
er that Mr. Coolidge has in mind 
when he seeks a remedy for agri- 
cultural ills. The wheat grower is 
faced with the unpleasant fact that 
as the standard of living goes up 
people eat more meat and less wheat. 
thus he suffers from prosperity in 
the industrial centers while the meat 
producer gains. What helps one class 
of farmers may hurt another, hence 
the belief. that more can be accom- 
plished through “regional confer- 
ences’ to feel out sectional needs 
than through a general conference. 

Another Angle of Problem. 

Another angle of the problem is 
the decline of the foreign market 
evidenced by the fact that Europe 
will import 200,000,000 fewer bush- 
els of wheat this year than last. 

Mr. Coolidge probably would be 
grateful if another Bok would offer 
an.award for a plan to take the 
farmers’ troubles out of politics.

“League’s Function Is to Promote 
Agreements,” Says Cecil.

GENEVA, Sept. 19.— Whatever 
the outside world thinks, the Coun- 
cil of the League of Nations, through 
Lord Robert Cecil as spokesman, 
considers that the organization acted 
correctly in the Greco-Italian crisis 
and that the atmosphere of inac- 
tion, restraint and conciliation it 
radiated, coupled with the advice 
tendered by the Ambassadors’ con- 
ference, contributed largely to the 
settlement reached. Lord Robert 
reinterpreted the league’s scope and 
mission in important passages. 

“The function of the league is not 
to impose a settlement in a dispute,” 
he saidl, “but to promote agreement 
between the disputants. We are 
not a super-state, but a forum for 
the discussion of international sub- 
jects. The course of proceedings, 
according to the covenant, is: First- 
ly,.diplomatic negotiations; secondly, 
arbitration before the world court 
or another tribunal, and finally, if 
other means fail, comes an inquiry 
by the council, which even then its 
restricted to drawing up a report. 
Prior to this inquiry our business 
is to seize on any means of settle- 
ment and that is what we did in this 
case when- we stood aside while the 
better situated conference of Am- 
bassadors irtervened. 

“The league must only intervene 
as a last resort.

HUNTINGTON, W. Va., Sept. 19. 
—After a conference late yesterday 
Federal Judge George W. McClintic, 
United States District Attorney El- 
liott Northcott: announced that in- 
dictments of newspapers for pub- 
lishing pictures of the Dempsey- 
Firpo prize fight would not be 
sought at this time.

Northcott, however, warned news- 
papers against further publication 
of such pictures, declaring “it wii 
be my duty, under the ruling of the 
presiding Judge of this district, to 
proceed with prosecutions.” 


Law Forbids “Public Exhibition” of 
Pugilistic Pictures. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.—The 
action of Federal Judge McClintick 
at Huntington, W. Va, in asking 
for indictment of a newspaper for 
publishing pictures of the Dempsey- 
Firpo fight is a noval application 
of the law, Department of Justice 


officials said, and in requesting the 
grand jury to take cognizance of the 


his own initiative. 

Although there. has been a popu- 
lar belief that the law applies only 
to moving picture films ef pugilism, 
and this point was stressed by min- 
isters and others before congres- 
+ sional committees before the law's 
enactment, officials said it banned 
all ‘photographic films of pugilistic 
encounters ‘‘moving” or “‘‘still,” if 
used for “public exhibition.” Unof- 
ficial opinion, however, has been 
that the law was designed to stop 
exhibition of films in halls and 
elsewhere and not to penalize news- 
paper publication, although this 
point never has been tested in the 
courts. 

How the Law Reads. 


Heretofore newspaper publication 
has t been classed as “‘public ex- 
hibition,” but efforts of film own- 
ers and exhibitors to show pictures 
by subterfuge, department officials 
said, have led in some instances to 
virtual barring of exhibition of 
“still” photographs. In this connec- 
tion, it was said, plans were made 
to ship single photographs across 
state lines, in compliance with the 
law, and then to piece them together 
for a crude moving picture exhibi- 
tion. Inquiries were received by the 
Department of Justice after the 
Dempsey-Gibbons fight at Shelby, 
Mont., as to whether such a course 
would violate the law, and an af- 
firmative reply was given by As- 
sistant Attorney General Crim, in 
charge of criminal prosecutions. 

The law says: “That it shall be 
unlawful for any person to deposit 
Or cause to be deposited in the 
United States mail ‘for mailing or 
delivery, or to deposit or cause to 
be deposited with any express com- 
pany, or other common carrier for 
carriage, or to send or carry from 
one state or territoy of the United 
States or the District of Columbia to 
any other state or territory or the 
District of Columbia, or to bring or 
to cause to be brought into the 
United States from abroad, any 
film or other pictorial representa- 
tion of any prize fight or encounter 
of pugilists under whatever name, 
which is designed to be used, or 
may be used, for purposes of public 
exhibition. 


Can Show Films in New York. 


“That it shall be unlawful for any 
person to take, or receive from mails 
or any express company or other 
common carriers, with intent to sell, 
distribute, circulate, or exhibit any 
matter or thing herein forbidden to 
be deposited for mailing delivery or 
carriage in interstate commerce. 

“That any person violating any of 
the provisions of this act shall for 
each offense, upon conviction there- 
of, be fined not more than $1000, or 
sentenced to imprisonment at hard 
labor for not more than one year, Or 
both, at the discretion of the court.” 

“Still” pictures of the Dempsey- 
Firpo fight have been published 
freely in Washington newspapers 
without objection by Federal author- 
ities, and officials said it was en- 
tirely within the law.to show either 
the “still” or “moving” films in New 
York, the law applying only to their 
transportation in interstate com- 
merce.

Maintenance Money Shortage.

Survey of the funds probably 
available from the motor vehicle 
license collections next year has con- 
vinced the commission that there 
will not be money enough from that 
source at the present license rate to 
set aside the proper amount for in- 
terest and sinking fund on the $10,- 
000,000 bonds already issued, the 
$5,000,000 to be issued in December 
and another $10,000,000 next year, 
and at the same time pay for main- 
tenance. 

May Require Special Session. 

This situation already has been 
laid before the bcard of governors 
of the Automobile Club of Missouri 
by Chairman Gary of the Highway 
Commission, who will discuss the 
same matter tomorrow 7 luncheon 
with directors of the Chamber of 
Commerce.

COOLIDGE PROCLAIMS 
FRE PREVENTION DAY 


President, in Calling for Observ- 
ance Oct. 9, ‘Points Out 
Great Losses. ° 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sspt. 19.—Presi- 


dent Coolidge’s fire prevention day 
proclamation follows: 

“With the approach of Oct. 9, an- 
niversary of the great Chicago fire, 
it is customary for the chief execu- 
tive to direct attention each year to 
the enormous fire loss of the nation 
and to propose the observance of that 
date as national fire prevention day. 

“T am informed that the: national 
fire loss for 1922 approximated 16,- 


000 lives and somewhat more than 
$500,000,000. If this is correct, or 
even partially correct, it indicates 
that the 1922 fire waste was the 
largest since 1906, when the fearful 
San Francisco conflagration brought 
the total to above $500,000,000. The 
fact that, with all our improvement 
of methods in most directions, the 
fire loss continues to mount upward 
year by year, places a striking point 
of interrogation opposite our claims 
of high national efficiency. ; 

“TIT am informed that in 1912, which 
was not an exceptional year, the per 
capita fire loss of the country was 
$2.16 and that in 1922 it was $4.67. 
The importance of every possible 
measure to reduce this loss is so ap- 
parent as to require no argument. 
The specialists on this subject agrde 
that probably the greater part of the 
loss is due to human factors, such as 
carelessness and moral hazards; an- 
other large portion to poor construc- 
tion, inefficient enforcement of 
building regulations and the Iike. All 
of these are subject to correction 
through proper procedures, and it 
is highly desirable that public at- 
tention be directed to them and every 
encouragement given to measures for 
lessening the fire menace. 

“In view of these facts. now there- 
fore, I, Calvin Coolidge, President of 
the United States, designate Tuesday, 
Oct. 9, as national fire prevention 
day, and recommend that it be ob- 
served in a manner most fitting. 1 
particularly recommend the impor- 
tance of the educational efforts 
through the schools, industrial es- 
tablishments and in the homes.” 

The fire prevention program spect- 
fically provides for better protec- 
tion and Inspection of schools: better 
supervision and protection of hos- 
pitals and state institutions: better 
inapection of mercantile centers: and 
an adequate system of fire preven- 
tion education on the part of the 
public authorities and the schools.

Cubs’ Remodeled 
Park Aided Kelly 


Drives Might Not Have Been 
Good For Circuit Before 
Left Field Was Shortened. 


By John B. Foster. 


(Copyright, 1923.) 
NEW YORK, Sept. 19.—The feat 


of Kelly, the Giants first baseman, 
in driving out three home runs in a 
single game at Chicago, does not es- 
tablish a new record in baseball for 
personal punch. Triple circuits are 
fairly common in the major leagues, 


and there are two instances on rec- 
ord of four four-baggers in a game, 
the distinguished clouters being 
Lwe and Delehanty. Kelly himself, 
when playing with Rochester some 
years back, once piled up five home 


runs in a game, but the field on 
which they were made was a ban- 
tam affair. 

About the only record Kelly can 
claim for his Chicago exhibition of 
batting prowess is that he raised the 
number of Giants who have three 
homers in a game to two. The first 
Giant to achieve the distinction was 
Roger Connor, who accomplished it 
back in 1888. For six years after 
that no one 'got three in a game. 
Then, 1894, two players came across 
with a like record. Two more came 
through in 1897. Then came a break 
until last season when Henline, the 
Philadelphia catcher, joined the 
three-in-one class. And now Kelly. 

The remodeling of. the Chicago 
stands probably had a lot to do 
with Kelly’s accomplishment. He 
might not have made the cic 
cuit on all three of his smashcs 
had he been batting on the old 
field in the Windy ° City. Hiow- 
ever, it was Kelly’s reputation in 
the West as a slugger that brouzht 
htm East and he is entitled to a lot 
of credit for the three long wallops. 

The Case of Everett Scott. 
It looks now as if Scott would try 


to breeze through the season of 1923 
without missing a game at shortstop 
for the New York Yankees. He al- 
ready has passed the 1000 straight 
game mark and has a chanee to 
push the figure to 1140 if Manager 
Huggins lets him ride. 

Of course the talk of benching 
him was not started because he i« 
not playing well, but the idea of 
giving him a rest for the world 
series. But Huggins had better not 
let Scott or any other player get 
off edge while they are playing ouc 
the finish and waiting for the Na- 
tional League championship to be 
decided. 

Almost without exception in the 
major leagues it has been the case 
that a player retired for a consid- 
erable period during the season 
never came back to first form that 
year. 

If Scott should drop out for a 
week the mere absence of routine 
might turn his whole game upside 
down.

LD-FASHIONED fall foods 
Qn in real kitchens on big, 

roomy stoves having deep 
ovens, seem to have disappeared 
from the menu unless one goes vis- 
iting way back in the country, 
where they may still be found. The 
old-fashioned delicacies are eagerly 
welcomed by all who have known 
them in the past. Just a few reci- 
pes for their making may inspire 
some young housekeeper to try 
them. 

Corn-Meal Gingerbread. 

Beat to a cream a cupful of but- 
ter and a cupful of brown sygar, 
adding a tablespoonful of ground 
ginger, a teaspoonful of cinnamon 
and the grated rind of an orange. 
Mix two cupfuls each of corn meal 
and flour, add three beaten eggs, a 
tablespoonful of salt, three gills of 
molasses and a quarter cupful of 
r:ilk. Add three more beaten eggs 
and beat the mixture thoroughly. 
4dd a teaspoonful of baking soda 
dissolved in a little hot water. Put 
this batter into buttered pans and 
bake it in a moderate oven one 
hour. 

Steam Corn Bread. 

Mix three cupfuls each of yellow 
corn meal and white flour. Adda 
teaspoonful of salt and two tea- 
spoonfuls of baking powder. Pour 
in a quart of sweet milk and a cup- 
ful of warm molasses. Mix these 
ingredients well, pour them into a 
Luttered mold and steam four 
hours. . 

Baked Lima Beans. 

Boil a quart of fresh lima beans 
until they are tender. If ‘dried 
lima beans are used, soak them 
over night, then boil them until 
they are tender. Butter a baking 
dish and put in the center a quar- 
ter of a pound strip or thunk of salt 
pork neatly scored and rinsed 
ciean. Drain the beans and pour 
them in, add pepper, salt, a quarter 
cupful ef molasses and a little of 
the water the beans were boiled in. 
Bake the mixture for a couple of 
hours in a meditim oven. Cover the 
beans if they brown too soon, but 
continue the cooking. 

Corn Starch Pudding. 

‘Heat two cupfuls of water and 
thicken it with three tablespoonfuls 
of corn starch rubbed smooth in a 
little cold water. Cook this for 10 
minutes, stirring constantly, then 
add the juice of a lemon and a little 
of the rind grated. Add half cup- 
ful of sugar, the well beaten yolks 

f two eggs, halg a cupful of rich 
tnilk and two tablespoonfuls of but- 
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ter. Remove the pudding from the 
fire and turn it into a buttered bak- 
ing dish. Bakeitahalf hour. Re- 
move it from the oven and add 
a meringue made of the two stiffly 
beaten egg whites and four tea- 
spoonfuls of powdered sugar. Re- 
turn the pudding to the oven long 
enough to brown the meringue 
lightly. Serve it hot or cold.

There are two kinds of hives. The 
more common one, and probably 
the one my correspondent suffers 
from, is known to the doctors as 
“urticaria,’’ or ‘“‘nettle rash.’’ In 
this there are swellings of the skin 
and terrible itching. 


There is another variety, com- 
monly called ‘giant hives,’’ and 
given a great big name by the doc- 
tors—‘‘angio-neurotic oedema.’’ In 


this form there may be but one very 


large and very hart swelling. 


It is probable that the chief 


cause of hives is some kind of food 


poisoning. The trouble may be 
due to the decomposition of the 


waste material within the body and 


the effect of the toxins or poisons 


which are sure to develop in putrid 


masses. 
The condition may be due to the 


eating of certain foods which are 
poisonous to some individuals. You 


know how poison ivy acts. It is 
harmless to some and so poisonous 
to others that to be in the vicinity 
of the plant is dangerous. The same 
thing applies to foods. A food which 
is wholesome and nourishing to 
999 persons may be poison to the 
thousandth man. 

There are certain well-kgown of- 
fenders in the food list. Among 
these are shell-fish and strawber- 
ries. But there are many others 
which are capable of causing real 
illness to susceptible individuals. 


This is but a partial list: Egegs, 
cream, pork, canned meat, salted 


fish, mushrooms and pickles.
